St. Petersburg, July 11.—Details of the Russian retirement from Kai 
Chou, which is hailed as a great victory at Tokio, according to the offi- 
cial report of Lieut.-Gen. Sacharoff, commander of the eastern army, 
show that it was little more than a series of skirmishes. The Rus- 
gians lest about 700 men. The Tokio report that ten guns were captur- 
ed is unfounded. ‘The Russians retired in perfect order before Genera! 
Oku’s army, consisting of four divisions. General Oku’s advance  con- 
tinues. His main ferce, which the General Staff believes to be almost 
sixty thousand strong, was yesterday about five miles north of Kai Chou. 
The skirmishers were three miles further north. The Japanese cavalry 
is proceeding to New Chwang and a heavy force of Japanese is converg- 
jng at Siadiamaf, half way to Ta Teskia on the Sen Yen road. The 
wintements of the General Staff foreshadow an engagement at Hai Cheng. 

Up to noon yesterday the Japanese had not resumed the offensive. 
The Admiralty has no confirmation of the reported activity of the Port 
Arthur squadron. Nevertheless there is exceilent ground for believing 
that it has gone out of Port Arthur. The Viadivostuck squadron is al- 
so at sea, and important naval developments are expected. 

AN ABORTIVE SALLY.

The Canadian Northwest 
Homestead Regulations 


Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitcba or the 
Northwest Territories, excepting 8 
and 16, which has not been home- 
steaded, or reserved to provide wood 
lots for settlers, or for other pur- 
poses, may be homesteaded upon by 
any person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years of 


age to the extent of one quarter sec- 
tion, of i60 acres ,more or less. 

ENTRY.—Entry may be made per- 
the district in which the lant to be 
taken is situate, or, if the home- 
steader desires, he may, on applica~ 
tion to the Minister of the Interior, 
Ottawa, the Commissicner of Immi- 
gration, Winnipeg, or the local agent 
for the district in which the Jand is 
situate, receive authority for some 
one to make entry for him. A fee 
of $10.00 is charged for a homestead 
entry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTIES.—A settler 
who has been granted an entry for 
a homestead is required by the pro- 
visions of the Dominion Lands Act 
and the amendments thereto, to per- 
form the conditions counected there- 
with,’ under one of the following 
upon and cuitivation of the land in 
each year during the term of three 
plans: 

(i) At least six months’ residence 
years, 

(2) If the father (cr mother, if the 
father is deceased) of any person whe 
is eligible to make a homestead entry 
under the provisions of this Act, re- 
side upon a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such person 
as a homestead, the requirements of 
-qO 0} Jo1id eoUepIsel 03 sv joy sIq} 
taining patent, may be satisfied by 
such person residing with the father 
or mother. 

(3) If @ settler has obtained a pat- 
ent for his homestead, or a certifi- 
eate for the issue of such patent, 
countersigned in the manner pres- 
cribed by this Act, and has obtained 
entry for a second homestead, the 
requirements of this Act us to resi- 
dence prior to obtaining patent may 
be satisfied by residence upon the 
first homestead, if the second home- 
stead is in the vicintiy of the first 
homestead. 

(4) If the settler has his permanent 
residence upon farming land owned 
by him in the vicinity of his home- 
stead, the requirements of this Act 
as to residence may be satisfied by 
residence upon said land. 

The term “vicinity used above is 
meant to indicate the same township 
or an adjoining or cornering town- 

ip.

Appleation for patent should be 
made at the end of three rears, be- 
fore the local agent, sub-agent, or 
Home tead Inspector. Before making 
application for patent the settler 
must give six months’ notice in-writ- 
ing to the Commissioner of Dominion 
Lands, at Ottawa, of his in‘antion 
to do so.
